abroad, that he’s not yet at leifure todo any at home. 
But whate’re the Reafons may be, we fhall dive no 
further in "em, only having Yyekily atiocher ‘Queftion, 
fei us Very much to the fame purpofe, but clear of 
t'other’ fide ot the Poff, we'll ene let ir ftart jaft as we 
receiv’d Gr, and they fhall have a fair rum one againft 
other. The Queftion it felf, with what follow’d was 
in thefe exprefs words. 

Queft. 2, Whether or, mo ythe Kings of England really 
cure the Difeafe call'd the Kings-Evil ? After which are 
added feveral Arguments egain{t it, fome whereot: as 
follows : 

1. ‘The Caufes for which Ged gave fuch miracu- 
‘ Jous Gifts, were the confirmation of the Gofpel and 
“Godhead of Chyrift.4 bue chere being m0 more need of 
fuch proofs now, we have no réafon to think they fhou’d

“without any other Qualification but chat Succeffion, 
‘and alfo by Popith, duperftitious, andjvery wicked 
‘ men, nay by thofe that were USURPERS as well asfuch 
‘as wére in the right Line. ba 

3. * The Work did very often vilibly fail in the 
‘ Hands of the beft of Kings, which wou'd not have bin 
* had they bin really impowr’d from God. |

‘ feffor, a Popith Saint, it being ateributed to ‘him for

make full Satisfattion ; anil if there be any coniferr for uch 
& pertonin diftrels, for Gods fake tet bim bave it, Bec. 
Anjw. This Queftidn'being of fo much moment we 
have propofed it at Yarge in the very Terms, we re- 
ceivid it: --- In anfwer, ‘fuppoling hereany traudulent 
conveyarice, and ‘voluntary’ breskirig, or’ what's “equi- 
valent to’r, of ptrpofe to Cheat che Creditors, and rug 
away with vaft Eftates; ché common Trick of fome 
Bankers, and orhers, as nothing can be afawllr Cheat, 
fo there's no hopes of patdon withort ‘Refirution to the 
utmolt ability. Further; fuppofing our own “carelefnefs 
and extravagance, have Prpapte fuch a misfortune up- 
on us, ‘twill bea more mélancholly confideration to 
reflect on, than ‘it ‘twas y the effect of Gods Pro- 
vidence. But taking the ion here as truly and 
faivly ftated, we reply, That if by his keeping that 
part ot the Eftate yet in his own polio, be in any 
pr Capacity of afterwards paying the ‘whole 
Debt, we think he offéads not in do mt, for there 
are few Debts to be’ paid at a day. But. if he may 
do thus mitch, he ought however ro {pend no more 
chan juft what's abfolurely pay | for him and his 
Bamilies Subfiftence, that he may fave whatever ma 
be, to fatisfie his Creditors ; nay, if he has any Frien 
with whom his Family may live ; or if by their owa 
Labour they can t their hg: Tg ought to fatisfie 
to che utmoft Farthing of his Eftere, untet his Cre- 
ditors will voluntarily mitigate it, which if they have 
any thing of humanity, will certainly do, when 
they fee him bear fo honeft a Mind. And without 
thus much at leaft, he cant juftly expe€t pardon —— 
But after all we wou'd not have him entirely acqui- 
efce in our Fudgments, but confule better, which he 
can't fail of here in London, if he’s willing to en-

* Anjw. There are fo many various Opinions in this 
matter, that there needs now a new Oracle to tell us 
the method and meaning of the World, and what was 
faid ot thofe who pretended to the  Priefthood, buc 
come not to prove their pedigree, feems applicable to 
this, That it can's be decided till sheer arife a Pracft with 
Urimand Thwnmim, However, we'll recite the princi- 
pal opinions of Learned Men, and let the Queri know 
to which of em we are moft inclin’d. For the words 
themfelves, we are like to get but lictle Light from em, 
whatever they may carry in their Names, Urim being 
the plutal number of the word T1& as we write it Hr, 
tho’ more properly Aur,(whence the Latin word Aurum, 
and the French Or, for Gold) fignifying either Light or 
Fire ; accordingly what weread Ur of the Chaldees, ta- 
king it for the proper name of a place, it feems che 
Rabhins took for an Apellative, fignifying Fire, and 
thence have a Story that Abrabam underwent a fort of 
an Ordeal, being thrown into the Fire by the Idolatrous 
Chaldeans, becaufe he wou'd not worthip ir as they did, 
and fome of the fame parts do to this day. Thummin 
fignifies Integrities or Perfection’, from the Root OF, 
perfect, or righteous: So that Urim and Thummin are 
Lights and Perfections, but what chefe are, is itill the 
Queftion. Aben-ezra plainly acknowledges, — Qualis 
int non {cimus-— We cant tell what to make of en» 
difhculey of underftanding their meaning is render'd 
greater, becaufe they were not under the 2d. Temple, 
asappears by the Text already quoted, any more than 
the Ark of the Covenant, all that looks like ‘em in any 
of their Hiftorians, being what Fofepbus records --- that 
when God accepted the Sacrifice, the Onyx on the 
Priefts left thoulder gave a glorious and miraculous 
Light, tho’ ceas‘d as he acknowledges fome hundreds of 
years in his Time, which the Learned Mr. Afede thinks 
related to the Thummim only, which he takes to be di- 
ftinét from the Wrim, tho’ others judge ‘em the. fame. 
Whatever they were,. this we are {ure of 'em, 1, That 
they were put in the Breaft-plate which was. faftned to 
the Epbod over againft the Heart of the H. Prieft, Exod. 
28. 30. Thou fhals put inthe Breaft-plate of Fudgment the~ 
Urim and Thummim, and they fhall be on Aarons heart when 
he goeth in before the Lord. We arefurther fure that they 
were an Oracle, or that the Prieft gave anfwers by 
them from God, Num. 27. 21. foall ftand before 
Eleazar the Prieft, who fhall ask counfel for him by the judg- 
ment of Urim before the Lord, and fo David when at Kei- 
lab, Abiathar having brought the Ephed with him. Thus 
far we thinkall are agreed — But here fome think they 
were only the Name Febova put within the foldings of 
the Breaft-plate, whence proceeded thofe ftrange opera- 
tions; but this feems too fanciful a conceit to be much 
infifted on.. A. E. fays, the Breaft-plate was call'd the 
Breaft-plate of Judgment, becaufe thereby Gods Judg- 
ment and Decrees were known, and thinks the 4rimand 
Thummim were fomewhat made by the Artificer, tho’ 
Nachmam thinks they were Opus Divinwm, and given by 
God to Mofes in the Mount ¢ r with the 2 Tables of 
Stone, tho it's not likely had fich a thing bin, that Af- 
jes wou'd have omitted it. Some think it was only the 
ftones in the Breaft-plate which did thine when God 
gramed or anjwer'd, but not thine when he refus'd to 
grant, the ion being propos’d Disjunétively, as in 
Davids Cafe — Shali I go up, or not go up : But this o- 
thers difallow, becaufe they feem mention’d dippintlly 
from thofe ftomes, Exod. 28. 29,30. Aaron fhall bear she 
names ofthe Chilaren of Ifrael in the Breaft-plase of Fudgment 
upon bis Heart; when be gocth in unto the boly » fora 
as before 16 Fs ey — Po t put 
int Ng see udgment the Urim and Thummim, and 
they foali be upon Aarons heart when be goeth in before the 
Lord, and Agron foal! bear the Fudgment of the Children of 
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Irae! upen bis Heart bsfore whe Lord continually.

Fefburun were added. Now whena Queftion was pro. 
poled, fome, as before, believe all the Stcnes either 
fhin'd, or were dim, and this only palsd for agrant or 
denyal ; others that thofe particular Letters fhind out ig 
the Stones, which,mayleup the anfwer, as when Dzuj ds 
Queftion was, moyon The Letter gy in Shimeon 4 jn 
Levi, and (1 in Febuda, put themfelyes out,, or fhin'd 
brighter chan al the reft, forming the word ny, afcend. 
If this ftill be thought too fanciful, there’s another yet 
behind, which perhaps to fome may appear more proba. 
ble chan either of the other --- That when the Prieft put 
on chofe Sacred Ornaments, he was immediately infpir'd 
by God, and himfelf vive vece, utter'd an anfwer to what 
was proposd. And thus much of this great Queftion.
